“ Political F irst Week” 
in 
Missouri 


history. 
T he anniversaries ot m any 


im p o rtan t event- connected with the 
political development ot 
the 
s ta te 
fall w ithin its span of seven days; so 
m any, in fact, that it is difficult to se­ 
lect any one a> inore significant than 
the others. 
One event which strikes the popu­ 
lar 
im a g in a t io n 
particularly is the 
C entralia Massacre, which took place 
Septem ber 27, 1864. 
just 
sixty-one 
years ago. 
All central Missouri w as 
aroused by th< horrors of that fam ­ 
ous Civil W ar engagem ent, in which 
150 to 175 Union troops under M a­ 
jor Johnson were almost annihilated 
by Bill Anderson and his followers, 
the num ber of whom has been esti­ 
m ated a t about 200. 
B ut more im portant than incidents 
of w ar, are th* constructive political 
events, the anniversaries 
of 
which 
fall in this week. 
Among these are: 
the first proclamation by a Missouri 
S tate governor, the passage of Mis­ 
souri’s first State law, the first popu­ 
lar r e m o n s tra n t made by the people 
of M issouri, the T reaty ot San Ilde­ 
fonso, the d i v i s i o n of Louisiana into 
two territories, the initial operation 
of M issouri’s new territorial govern­ 
ment, the division of Missouri into 
five counties, the establishment of the 
p erm an en t seat 
of 
governm ent at 
Jefferson City, and the election 
of 
M issouri’s first United 
States sena­ 
tors. 
So replete with anniversaries art 
the first few da\ 
of October, 
that 
Missouri 
Day 
was 
inau g u rated in 
1915, and observed <>n the first ol Oc­ 
tober of th a t year. 
T hat incident, in 
itself, adds an interesting anniver 
sa ry to th e long list just enum erated. 
It w as on September 28, 1820, one 
hundred and fivt years ago, th a t Gov­ 
ernor Alexandei McNair issued 
his 
first proclamation, declaring the elec­ 
tion (in A ugu-t. 1*20) of John Scott 
as M issouri’s first congressman. Scott 
was also the la>' Missouri delegate to 
C ongress, before the organization of 
the S tate go\>¡ ment. 
It is a re­ 
m arkable fact that 
p arty 
politics 
played no part 
n the election ot our 
s ta te ’s first off 
rs. Each citizen vot­ 
ed for the men of his own choice, for 
there w ere no veil-defined 
political 
parties in Mis- uri at that time. Be­ 
sides serving a 
Missouri’s rep resen ­ 
tative in C o n g i t S c o t t was also one 
of the fra m er- 
>f 
Missouri s 
first 
constitution. 
On the tarn« day th a t Scott 
was 
declared elect*d, the General A ssem ­ 
bly met and passed M issouri’s 
first 
luw. wine! had to do with the election 
of Un ted States Senators 
Then, <" the 29th 
of 
Septem ber, 
falls the ore hundred and tw enty-first 
anniversary of the first p o p u lar r< 
monstrance ever 
m ade 
by Missouri 
people. 
This rem onstrance w as the 
fru it of ;m obably the first popular, 
representative g ath erin g held west of 
the Mississippi. 
T he 
occasion 
for 
this 
act, 
as 
Floyd 
C. Shoemaker 
shows in his “ M issouri’s S tru g g le for 
Statehood”, was the act of C ongress 
of M arch 26. 1804, which w as to taU 
effect on the first of October of that 
year, and which provided for the a t­ 
tachm ent of U pper Louisiana to the 
Indian T erritory. 
The tact that tho 
act left no provision for self-govern­ 
ment led to the dissatisfaction which 
was expressed by this “rem onstrance 
und 
petition of the 
representatives 
elected by the freem en of the districts 
in the District of Louisiana to Con- 
g rss” , a> the docum ent was called. 
O ther considerations entered in, also, 
hut 
the m atter of 
self-governm ent 
was, no doubt, forem ost. 
Five events occurred on the first of 
October of 1800, 1804, 1812, and 1826, 
respectively. 
The first, the T re a ty of 
San 
Ildefonso, was 
made between 
Spain and France, ceding the whole 
of Louisiana to 
the 
latter. 
Just 
what the political 
fate 
of Missouri 
would be today, had this tre a ty not 
been made, is a m a tte r of speculation. 
H is toria ns say, however, th at politi­ 
cal 
union with th e 
United 
States 
would have been 
achieved, anyhow, 
probably by the sam e course which 
led Texas into the Union. 
The second event of October 1, was 
the going into effect of the “ Law of 
March 26”, which has already been 
spoken of. 
U nder this law Louisiana 
was divided into the T errito ry of New 
Orleans and the T errito ry of Louisi­ 
ana. 
Missouri w as included in 
the 
latter. 
On October 1, 1812, the third event 
took place 
The new governm ent 
of 
the T erritory of Missouri w as set in 
operation; and at the same tim e, the 
name "M issouri” w as first applied to 
the land. 
It had been used in con­ 
nection w ith the river some one hun 
died years earlier, but records show 
no evidence of the nam e being used 
to designate the land previous to this 
date. 
On the same day, Missouri was di­ 
vided into five counties. 
I his divis­ 
ion followed more or less closely the 
political division of the District 
of 
Missouri, which, it will he rem em ber­ 
ed, was in use at the time of the first 
popular rem onstrance, in 1804.

tive hall in his bed in order th a t

Benton was elected senator, but D an­ 
iel Ralls did not live to share the e n ­ 
joym ent of his success.

The Monroe Doctrine is so called 
because it was first officially set out 
about a century 
ago 
by 
President 
Monroe. 
The term has been popular­ 
ly used for a variety of principles in­ 
tended to explain or to define the pol­ 
icy of the United States toward La* 
tin-American countries. America, be­ 
sides including the United States and 
the Dominin of Canala, comprises a 
number of Latin origin—Mexico, the 
Argentine, the United States of Bra­ 
zil 
and 
other 
Central and 
South 
American countries, most 
of which 
had originally been settled by Spain. 
In 1823 most of these countries had 
broken away and were founding their 
own governments, even as the United 
States had done. 
Spain, however, disliked 
to 
lose 
her colonies. 
About this time ther< 
was an attem pt made by several Eu­ 
ropean powers to effect a reconquest 
of the New World. 
A combination of 
Central European powers, commonly 
called the Holy Alliance, after crush 
ing several attempts at liberal gov­ 
ernment in Europe, turned its a tten ­ 
tion to Spain and to the Spanish col­ 
onies. A French army, with the man­ 
date of the Holy Alliance, in 1823, 
overran Spain and restored the roy­ 
al despot 
to power. 
The 
Bourbon 
monarch asked for the application to 
these revolted colonies of America. 
Metternich, the grand master of the 
Alliance, thought well of the idea and 
it was discussed at the Congress ol 
Verona of 1822. 
America, even at 
this early date, had been 
practicing 
the “ Policy of Isolation”, which was 
early laid down by Washington, Ham­ 
ilton, Jefferson, Adams, 
and 
other 
statesmen. 
Its purport was that the 
United States had no share in Euro­ 
pean political combinations, was not 
a party to European wars and would 
pursue the policy of developing itself 
as an American state. From this pol­ 
icy it was an easy transition to the 
complementary doctrine that 
Euro­ 
pean powers should keep hands off 
American affairs. 
George ( hanning, 
Foreign Minister of 
Great 
Britain, 
now stepped into the field and sug­ 
gested to our Minister in 
London, 
Richard Rush, that the United States 
join England in a declaration against 
intervention. 
Monroe 
was 
inclined 
to accept this proposal but after long 
Cabinet 
discussions 
John 
Quincy 
Adams, then Secretary of State, con­ 
vinced Monroe that it would be bet­ 
ter to make an independent declara­ 
tion. 
This principle 
was 
therefore 
laid down by Monroe, that while the 
States had no interest in European 
policies, they would not allow any in­ 
terference by other countries in 
the 
affairs 
of 
American 
countries.—

Galvez pr ved himself so bold 
and successful a soldier in the opera­ 
tions in Florida in 1779, 
1780 
and 
1781, King Charles III, of Spain, had 
joined hands with King Louis XVI of 
France against the hereditary enemy 
in the hope and expectation of injur­ 
ing England. 
Bernardo de Galvez was a member 
of an ancient and prominent family 
of Malaga, Spain, where he was born 
n 1775. 
In 1776 the youthful brigadier gen­ 
eral was sent t<* Louisiana to second 
in command to i K»n Luis de Ungaza, 
governor of the vast territory which 
had been ceded to Spain by France in 
1763. 
Soon after the arrival of Gal­ 
vez at New Orleans, which w*as 
the 
capital of the territory, Ungaza was 
promoted to th' post of captain gen- 
ral of Caracas and Galvez, then only 
about 32, took over the administra­ 
tion of the vast i-tretclT of land. 
He was the youngest governor the 
territory ever hud—one of the young­ 
est any state or territory or province 
ever had. 
He was busily engaged with the a f­ 
fairs of Louisiana when 
Spain, 
in 
June, 1779, declared 
war 
on Great 
Britain. In 1778 the Continental Con­ 
gress, recognizing the termendous im­ 
portance of the West, had 
sent an 
agent, Captain Willing, to New 
Or­ 
leans to negotiate with Galvez 
foi 
rid to the revolting 
colonists. 
Tht 
oung Spanish governor sympathized 
with the Americans. 
Acting 
on his 
awn authority and initiative, Galvez 
helped Willing 
secretly 
with arms 
and 
am m u n itio n 
and 
cash, to 
the 
amount of $70,000, it is said. 
When news of the declaration 
of 
war reached 
New 
Orleans, Galvez 
acted with promptness and 
decision. 
He organized volunteer regiments to 
supplement 
the 
small regular force 
under his 
command, 
and 
marched 
northward on the eastern bank of the 
Mississippi with about 1400 men. 
He 
captured Fort Manchac on August 27 
and in September took the important 
British posts at Baton Rouge, Fort 
Panmure and Fort Natchez.

tober reinforcements 
arrived 
from 
Havana, bringing also his 
appoint­ 
ment as major general. 
W’ith his own men and those from 
Havana Galvez now commanded 
a 
force of about 2000, and felt himself

WHY IT IS ( ALLEI) TH E 
MONROE 
DOCTRINE 


The Monroe Doctrine is so called 
because it was first officially set out 
about a century 
ago 
by 
President 
Monroe. 
The term has been popular­ 
ly used for a variety of principles in­ 
tended to explain or to define the pol­ 
icy of the United States toward I-a- 
tin-American countries. America, be­ 
sides including the United States and 
the Dcminin of Canala, comprises a 
number of I-atin origin—Mexico, the 
Argentine, the United States of Bra­ 
zil 
and 
other 
Central and 
South 
American countries, most 
of which 
had originally been settled by Spain. 
In 1H23 most of these countries had I 
broken away and were founding their 
own governments, even as the United 
States had done. 
Spain, however, disliked 
to 
lose 
Her colonies. 
A trout this ti me then 
was an attem pt made by several Ku 
ropean powers to effect a reconquest 
of the New World. 
A combination of 
Central European powers, commonly 
called the Holy Alliance*, after crush 
ing several attem pts at liberal gov­ 
ernment in Europe, turned its atten ­ 
tion to Spain ami to the Spanish col­ 
onies. A French army, with the man­ 
date of the Holy Alliance, in 1 #23, 
overran Spain and restored the roy­ 
al despot 
tf» power. 
The 
Bourbon 
monarch asked for the application to 
these revolted colonies of America. 
Metternich, the grand master of the 
Alliance, thought well of the idea and 
it was discussed at the Congress of 
Verona of 1822. 
America, even at 
this early date, had been 
practicing 
the “ Policy of Isolation”, which was 
eurly laid down by Washington, H am ­ 
ilton, Jefferson, Adams, 
and 
other 
»talesmen. 
Its purport was that the 
United States had no share in Euro­ 
pean political combinations, was not 
a party to European wars and would 
pursue the policy of developing itself 
as an American state. 
From this |x»l- 
icy it was an easy transition to the 
complementary doctrine that 
Euro­ 
pean powers should keep hands off 
American affairs. 
George Channing, 
Foreign Minister of 
Great 
Britain, 
now stepped into the field and sug­ 
gested to our Minister in 
London, 
Richard Rush, that the United States 
join England in a declaration against 
intervention. 
Monroe 
was 
inclined 
to accept this proposal but after long 
Cabinet 
discussions 
John 
Quincy 
Adams, then Secretary of State, con­ 
vinced Monroe that it would l>e bet­ 
ter to muke an independent declara­ 
tion. 
This principle 
was 
therefore 
laid down by Monroe, that while the 
States had no interest in European 
policies, they would not allow any in­ 
terference by other countries in 
the 
affairs 
of 
American 
countries.—

killed, when the plane in which they 
I were attem pting to fiy to 
Bugdad, 
crashed in a fog near Frieburg, 
in 
the Black Forest. 
It is declared that if Germany the­ 
oretically 
had

right to arrest 
Coste she abused the right, and it is 
hinted “she will realize the clumsi­ 
ness of her gesture very soon". Ger­ 
mans contend documents found in the 
airplane prove that Thierry and Coste 
deliberately planned to fly over Ger­ 
many.

In any case, the incident, which is 
considered grave here, raises a 
diffi­ 
cult problem affecting all the entente 
powers. 
The Versailles treaty gave 
the allies the right to fly over Ger­ 
many fo r a

period, after
